When the Volunteer Force was 
First in Action. 


Ir is not a little remarkable that the largest branch 
of our land and sea forces should ever have found repre- 
sentation in war by only one man, a private of the 
Devonshire Volunteers, who took part in the Ashantee 
War against King Coffee more than a quarter of a 
century ago. 

The Devon hero was attached to the 2nd Battalion 
Rifle Brigade, during the operations for which he 
volunteered; he took part in the three battles fought, 
and was one of the little army of a thousand that 
entered Coomassie.

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WHY MUST ACCIDENTS HAPPEN? 


Eripkaics oF SMasHED THUMBS AND 
SreamsHip Disasr EAS. 


Is there any law regulating the occurrence of those 
unexpected events which we designate “accidents” ? 
How is it that a disaster of a particular nature is 
almost invariably quickly followed by one resembling 
it very closely h 

We know that no accident is a matier of chance; wo 
are aware that it is the result of some knowil or 
unknown cause; but this is not an explanation of the 
3 coineidences—we use the word for want of a 

tter—which cannot fail to attract the attention cf 
even u casual observer. 

How often does it happen that we hear ofa rule, 
smash due to the collapse of a bridge, or through . 
train being derailed by a fault in the metals, and }:efore 
we have ceased to express our sorrow or sympathy wo 
hear of a precisely siinilar occurrence in our own conntry 
or, let us say, in Germany? So often does this occur 
that we have come to expect the second and even the 
third accident after having read about the first; vet 
what possible connection can there be between them? 

The same thing obtains at sea. Tha Mohegan met 
with disaster nt the Manacles; a few months later, whi'e 
the masts of the ill-futed vessel were still visible, the 
Paris ran aground at practically the same s 

Again, it is a matter of common obsurtation that one 
large fire is usnally followed by another—perhaps l 
two or three—within a very short period; they may % 
in different countries, but the resemblance in tl:e 
details is striking. And what is noticeablo is that 
no similar fire, in all probability, has occurred for 


ears. 

Jj It is the same with crime. We are horrified oro 
morning, on opening our newspapers to ses an accou:t 
of a terrible murder, and after that there seems to bo 
an epidemic of such horrors. Robberies with violence, 
night attacks on pedestrians, and other classes of crime 
also appear to be epidemic at intervals. Our papers 
may have been clean of such occurrences for some tire. 
then we read of one and it is rapidly followed by several 
others, until we ask ourselves what is to be the end of 


it. 

The law * these sequences has yet to be 
discovered; we do not understand it, although very 
plausible explanations are offered. In first- 
mentioned case, that of the collupse of a e et dge,

But these cannot be accepted as a sufficient explana- 
tion; they do not satisfy us, because they do not tell 


us why these accidents follow each other so rapidly. 
And when we hear that two emp ih have met their 
deaths at the very same spot and within only a week of 


each other, the explanation fails utterly; it would seem 

that the death of one man would have made the other 

more cautious, and so have upset the chance of tho 
accident recurring. 

Five insurance companies base at least a part of the'r 
business on the fact that a certain number of claims in 
connection with various risks will infallibly be sent 
into them within a given period; one year may pass 
without a claim being received, but the companies lo 
not allow themselves to be deceived, for they know by 
experience that a diminution daring one part of the 
said period will be balanced by an abnormal number of 
claims during the other part. 

A like experience attends accidents to workmen; a 
doctor in the North, who is retained to attend upon the 
men employed in a large factory in the event of 
accidents, told the writer that if he had a long period 
of rest he might rely upon having a busy time of it 
when once the rest was broken. “I have also noticed 
on many occasions,” he remarked, “that when I have 
been called to amputate a thumb, for instance, I have 
had to perform the same servica for another workman 
within a few days.”
